The Free State Budget. 


In Dáil Eireann yesterday the Minister 
tor Finance unfolded his Budget for the 
coming year. Let us say at once that Mr. 
Blythe deserves very ‘hearty congratula- 
tions. No Finance Minister ever was 
able to please everybody, and some of Mr. 
Blythe’s resolutions are open to serious 
criticism. Nevertheless, om the balance he 
has done excellently „and, so far as the 
Temission of faxation is concerned, the 
taxpayer has good causé for joy. If the 
Minister had seen fit. to abolish the 
egregious Corporation Profits Tax, instead 
of merely raising the exemption limit 
from £500 to £1,000, nobody could have 
grumbled. Income tax has been reduced 
from five to four shillings in the pound— 
fairly certain indication that 
British tax will be reduced by. sixpence 
next week. The tax on tea, cocoa, coffee, 
and chicory has been abolished. The agri- 
cultural grant has been doubled, and the 
tax on sugar, which previously was two- 
pence three-farthings on all supplies from 
non-Imperial sources, has been reduced to 
a flat rate of one penny per pound—a 
change which involves the abolition of 
Imperial Preference on this commodity. 
Furthermore, the Government has decided 
to reduce the rate on postcards for internal 
use from three half-pence to one penny, 
and has made substantial reductions in 
the cost of the telephone service to private 
as well as to commercial subscribers. Mr. 
Blythe has managed very adroitly to cater 
for every section of the community, with- 
out undue favour to any particular 
group; and his remissions of taxation, if 
they were absolute, would result in a very 
considerable fall in the cost of living. 

We regret that Mr. Blythe has suc- 
cumbed to the temptation to adopt anew 
series of protective tariffs. Fortunately, 
he ‘has assured the country that his pro- 
t | posals are purely experimental, and that 
no fresh duties will be levied without the 
previous sanction of a general election. 
Yet the imposts which have been chosen 
are likely to. arouse much. adverse com- 


chiefs and ‘umbrellas; and we can foresee 
& large increase in the Customs stafis at 
Kingstown and other Free State ports f 
tho'dalicate differentiation ‘bet 


in this direction, more especially in regard 
to the Army; but the ideal has not yet 
attained. Next year Mr. Blythe 
ought to aim at a mazimum Budget of 
220.000 000. The State’s total liability for 
compensation will not exceed £10,000,000, 
and, apart from Article V. of the Treaty, 
which has yet to be interpreted, the 
Government twelve months 
know precisely where it stands. The tax- 
payer, always grateful for small mercies, 
will appreciate the extent to which Mr. 
Blythe has relieved his burden this year; 
but it must be regarded only as a begin- 
ning. The real problem of Free State 
finance remains unsolved.

Railway Economies. 

The general slackness of trac » is making 
itself felt upon the traffic receipts of the 
four groups which now comprise the British 
railway system. Two of these groups—the 
Great Western and the London and North- 
Eastern Companies—are especially affected 
by the acute depression in the coal in- 
dustry; and matters have become so 
serious that these companies find them- 
selves forced to contemplate large reduc- 
te-| tions in working expenses. Both have 
issued statements which put the situation 
very frankly before their staffs. They do 
not suggest an immediate reduction of 
wages; for that question is, in a sense, 
sub judice. Four months ago the National 
Union of Ra:.waymen. presented demands 
for ‘increased wages which would have in- 
volved. all the companies in a further 
expenditure of £30,000,000 a year. | 
) | companies replied with a demand for a 
te per cent. reduction, and the National 
Board has not yet adjudicated upon the 
rival claims. The position, however, of 
the predominantly coal-carrying companies 
is that on their present traffic, they 
cannot pay the present wages to the 
existing number of men. The Great 
Western Company, which carried last year 
7,500,000. tons of coal less than in 1913, 
has put two proposals before the workers’ 
sectional councils. The first is the sus- 
pension of the guaranteed day and week— 
in other words, a spreading of work over 
all the existing staffs by an all-round 
agreement to work short time. 
councils have rejected this proposal, and 
now the company is thrown back upon the 
disagreeable alternative of the reduction | 
of staffs, which will take effect forth- 
It proposes, where staffs are re- 
dundant, to discharge those men who have 
the shortest service, beginuing with casual 
and temporary workers. Men may be 
tannsferred to places where vacancies 
occur, and will be paid at the rates 
applicable to the posts in which they are 
employed. The London and North-Eastern 
Railway has decided to institute similar 
economies. It ann-unced yesterday that 
“the decrease in business, particularly in 
the shipments of coal, has become so 
ser.ous that it may no longer be possible 
to find employment for all tho men who 
No doubt, the railway- 
men s unions will denounce the companies’ 
action as mere tactics in view of the issue 
which has been submitted to the National 
Wages Board ; but the moral of the traffic 
returns cannot be disputed. We fear that, 
unless there is an early and substantial 
revival of trade in II land, a like crisis 
soon must confront the Free State's amal- 
gamated railway system. Since it came 
into existence the weekly iraffic returns 
for all the lines have been exceedingly 
discouraging. If dividends are to be paid, 
it seems that expenses must be reduced 
drastically ; and here, as in England, rail- 
way labour may be forced to choose between 
smaller wages and a considerable loss of

The 
gas shell was to come into use later, but 
the supreme horror—the poison gas bomb 
drop; ed from aircraft—was to be reserved 
for the laboratories after the Great War, 
in preparation for the next. When the 
Germans initiated chemical warfare ten 
years ago they opened a chapter in human 
history which can end only in the abolition 
of war itself or in the destruction ( 
civilisation. To-day men of science have 
consummated what was begun at Ypres, 
and have given to the Powers weapons +o 
d.idly that a war between two great 
neighbours, such as England and France, 
would be like a duel in which the com- 
batants, before the signal to fire, were 
placed with pistols touching each other's 
hearts. Men are beginning dimly to per- 
ceive that no longer can the peoples live 
in haughty isolation. Trat way lies the 
end of all things.

HISTORIC STATUES 


— 


ERECTED AT BALLSBRIDGE. 


The two beautiful statues of King George 
IV., which for over a cent adorned the 
interior of Leinster House, Kildare street, 
have been removed, and re-erected inside the 
main entrance to the Royal Dublin Society’s 
premises at Ballsbridge. 

These works. of art have a historic interest 
for the citizens of Dublin. When King 
George IV. visited Ireland, in August, 
1821, he went to Leinster House, where a 
féte champétre and déjeúner were given in 
his honour on the lawn. A public subscrip- 
tion was raised in connection with the visit, 
and a portion of the fund was ea?marked 
for a statue 

Belmes (a Dublin sculptor). offered to 
execute it gratis, if the marble was provided. 
This was done, but the statue was never 
finished by the sculptor: it remained in his 
London studio for a period of twenty-four 
years, until his affairs were being adminis- 
tered in kruptcy. 

The Royal Dublin Society obtained it in 
1845, had it completed by Mr. Panormo, and 
erected in Leinster House. The statue, 
which is of an exceptionally fine quality of 
statuary marblo. stands on a block of Dalkey 
granite, two feet six inches in height, and 
bears the inscription in raised bronze letters: 

“ Georgivs IV. MDCCCXXI.” 

The smaller statue, which stands ten feet 
six inches in height, is the work of the late 
Thomas Kirk, R. H. A.. and was the gift of 


the merchants of Dublin engaged in the linen 


trade, to commemorate His Majesty’s visit 
to their Guild Hall on the 23rd of August, 
821. The responsible work of re-erectin 
has been safely carried out by the staff o 
the Mount Jerome Monumental Works.

It happens to be the anniversary of the 
glorious fight at Zeebrugge, which stirred 
the country to its inmost soul seven years 
ago, and the King of the Belgians is to 
unveil the fine memorial erected on the 
scene of the fight to the achievement of 
the British Navy. The monument stands 
gaunt and high above land and sea, being 
a tall column surmounted by a figure of 
St. George with sword unsheathed. On 
three sides of the monument are the names 
of the ships taking part in the action, and 
one of them, the Iphegenia, stil! lies 
embedded in the mud of the Bruges Canal.

The Ulster Pavilion. 


Mr. W. D. Scott, the Permanent Secre- 
tary of the Northern Ireland Ministry of 
Commerce, gave a number of illuminating 
details to a number of journalists this 
afternoon concerning the Ulster Pavilion 
which will be re-opened at the — i Ex- 
hibition this summer.

LADY FREDERICK 
CAVENDISH DEAD. 


- 


A LINK WITH GLADSTONIAN 
PERIOD. 

Y'he Times announces that Lady Frederick 
Cavendish died last night at her residence, 
the Glebe House, P urst, Tonbridge, at 
the age of eighty-four. She was the widow of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish, who was murdered 
more than forty years ago in Phenix Park, 
Dublin, a few hours after he had been sworn 
in as Chief Secretary for Ireland. Her death 
thus severs a link with. the Gladstonian 
epoch in Victorian politics and with that 
generation of Gladstones, Glynns, Lytteltons 
and Cavendishes. 

Miss Lyttelton was appointed a Maid of 
Honour to Queen Victoria, whom she attended 
until her marriage in June, 1864, to Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, younger brother of the 
then Lord Hartington, afterwards the eighth: 
Duke of Devonshire. Lord Frederick was 
a most capable and high-minded man. 
In the Gladstone Government of 1880 he 


was appointed Financial Secretary to the 


Treasury, and while there he framed a plan 
of finance for a new scheme of Land Pur- 
chase. This led directly to his appointment 
in May, 1882, as Chief Secretary’ for Ireland, 
in succession to Mr. W. E. Forster, but he 
had hardly been sworn in when he was 
assassinated while walking homewards 
through Phenix Park, together with Mr. 
Burke, the Under-Secretary. 

Never has political murder found a more 
innocent victim than Lord Frederick. Mr. 
Gladstone knew what he was saying when, 
in speaking of him in the House of Commons, 
he used the words: One of the very noblest 
hearts in England has ceased to beat; and 
Lady Frederick was fully worthy of being 
the wife of such a man. 


SOUTHERN IRISH 
LOYALISTS. 


JUDICIAL INQUIRY 
DEMANDED. 
i — 


Southern Irish loyalists met at Caxton Hall, 
Westminster, yesterday to, consider the pre 
sent position of the Irish loyalists. An official 
report of the speeches was issued last night. 

In this it was stated that Viscount Ash- 
brook, who presided over the meeting, ex- 
plained that it was called together to direct 
attention to the present position of the Irish 
loyalists through the failure of the Irish Free 
State to ‘keep faith with them, the failure 
of the British Government to keep faith 
with them and to carry out their pledges 
as tors of their liability to see them 
paid their just compensation claims; also 
to call on the present Government, many of. 
whom were responsible for negotiating and 
signing the Anglo-Irish Treaty, to fulfil their 
pledges, and to enlist the sympathies of the 
public. 

The Irish Free State, by every possible 
trick, connived at and sup 4 succes- 
sive British Governments, evaded pay- 
ment on an equitable basis of the claims for 
compensation, and there had been what might 
truthfully be described a conspiracy of silence 
to prevent the English people from knowing 
the truth. 

THE GRIEVANCES. 

Viscount Ashbrook stated the loyalists’ 
grievances, one of which was that, of a large 
sum voted by. Parliament to pay Irish 
loyalists, £900,000 was taken to pay Irish 
gunmen, of which sum this Government had 
recently paid £60,000, without any authority 
of Parliament to do so. Other grievances 
were concerned with claims for income tax 
for lands that had been seized, reduced, and 
inadequate amounts awarded, for rebuilding 
destroyed mansions and other buildings, non- 
consideration of claims for personal injuries, 
or oe payment in some cases, and 
non-consideration of uential damages. 

Relying, therefore, on the pledges given
